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Psychology Leads in Survey of Ten Most Popular Majors

Psychology has again 
become the most popular ma- 
jor field of study ai Mary 
Washington College. 

The social science, which had 
been the most popular major 
field for four straight years un- 
til last year, has moved into the 
top spot once more with 82 
registered as majors, ac- 
cording to an annual survey of 
juniors and seniors on campus 
here. 

Biology, last year's co- 
favorite, is second most 
popular this year with 72 ma- 
jors, according to the report 
compiled by the MWC Office of 
Academic Advising. 



English, history and 
sociology are the next most 
popular fields at MWC, with 64, 
54, and 52 majors respectively, 
the survey found. The fields of 
study rounding out the ten most 
popular majors are 
mathematics (33), studio art 
(32), economics (28), 
geography (26) and political 
science (24). 

This year's survey, which in- 
cludes tallies on each of MWC's 
29 major areas as defined by 
the Higher Education General 
Information Survey of the 
State, gives each department 
full credit for each student ma- 
joring in that subject alone, as 



well as proportional credit for 
each student who is majoring in 
that department and one— or 
two — others. 

Of the 660 students who have 
declared majors, most are 
focusing their studies on only 
one department. However, ap- 
proximately 100 are majoring 
in two subjects and three 
students are juggling three ma- 
jors at the same time. These 
"triple majors" are rare at 
MWC, primarily because the 
student must squeeze the Col- 
lege's broad diversification re- 
quirements and each depart- 
ment's specialized re- 
quirements—perhaps eight to

twelve advanced courses in 
each — into his or her 
undergraduate years. 

And while this accounting 
procedure is slightly different 
from last year's (which gave 
the double or triple major to on- 
ly one department), there are 
still no dramatic changes in the 
number of majors in any par- 
ticular area, though there were 
some slight shifts and rear- 
rangement in the order of 
popularity. 

Last year, psychology, which 
had been the most popular ma- 
jor for the four previous years, 
was tied for the top by biology 
with 76 students. Sociology held 



down the next spot with 60 
students; history was fourth 
with 57, and English was next 
with 56. The next most popular 
majors were much like this 
year's: economics, 
mathematics, political science, 
studio art, chemistry and 
geography. 

Surveys conducted over the 
past five years show the in- 
dividual departments have, for 
the most part, maintained their 
relative levels of student ma- 
jors. For example, the same 
five subjects which were the 
most popular this year have 
been the top five ma- 
jors-though in shifting 



order-for each of the past five 
years. 

Yet while any shifts in 
numbers of majors have taken 
place within relatively tight 
ranges, there have still been 
several notable changes in ma- 
jor preference over the past 
five years, the surveys show. 
For example, during that time 
period, studio art has gone 
from 17 to 32 majors, biology 
has jumped from 49 to 72, dance 
has moved from 4 to 17, and 
economics has doubled its 14 
majors enrolled in 1972-73. One 
the other hand, the five years of 
surveys reveal that art history 
has dropped from 32 to 14 ma- 



jors, American studies has 
moved from 29 to 18, English 
has gone from 87 to 64 majors, 
and sociology has dropped 
from 80 in 1972-73 to 52 this 
year. 

College officials see no par- 
ticular pattern in these five- 
year swings in major 
preference. "There seems to be 
a shift from the abstract to the 
practical," said one ad- 
ministrator, whose thoughts 
were echoed by several faculty 
members who believe that the 
tight job market is forcing 
students into sujbect areas 
which provide the basis for a 
profession. 



But others disagree, in- 
cluding one faculty member 
who pointed out that MWC is, 
and should continue to be, 
strictly a liberal arts college. 
"Students come here to be 
educated, not just to be trained 
for a job," he said. 

For the most part, though, 
MWC staff members seem to 
feel the shifts are strictly 
cyclical. As one faculty 
member put it, "Each area has 
its ups and downs Things come 
in to vogue, and go out again. 
But over the long haul, you'll 
find that things have a way of 
leveling themselves out."

The temporary shifting and 
remodeling of office space in 
George Washington Hall is part 
of a long-range plan to phase 
out old record-keeping 
facilities of the Office of Stu- 
dent Records. A computer 
system, to be installed in 
G.W.'s basement in April, has 
necessitated the current 
changes. The computer will be 
used to process next fall's stu- 
dent records. 

In a recent interview, Presi- 
dent Prince B. Woodard ex- 
plained the renovation that 
must take place in G.W. before 
the computer's arrival. "The 
computer will be placed on the 
lower level of the Hall, where 



specialists have determined is 
the safest place for it," said 
Woodard. The computer will be 
installed in the area formerly 
occupied by The Office of the 
Dean of Student Services. 

Student Services will be us- 
ing the third floor office area 
once occupied by the Office of 
Information Services. Tem- 
porarily relocated on the third 
floor of the Infirmary, the In- 
formation Office eventually 
will be permanently moved to 
the basement of G.W. Also tem- 
porarily relocated in the In- 
firmary is Dr. Emory's Intern- 
ship office. 

"The shift between using 
tabulating equipment and the 
new computer system for 
record-keeping purposes will 
be gradual," said Woodard. 



"As the use of the computer 
becomes complete the 
tabulating system will be phas- 
ed out." 

Concerning the relocation of 
Information Services in G.W.'s 
basement, Woodard said, "The 
Office will become an intergral 
part of the College's develop- 
ment program." Information 
will be the responsibility of Mr. 
William M. Anderson, Vice 
President for Development. 

In keeping with the College's 
plan to computerize its in- 
formation system, the 
Registrar's Office has officially 
been renamed the Office of Stu- 
dent Records.

Is an "A" what it used to be? 

I suspect grade inflation is not a popular subject 
for most students, hitting as close to home as it 
does, but it is an important issue to many 
educators across the country. As a school with a 
fairly fc ood academic reputation, it should be one 
which concerns MWC, after all, only this institution 
suffers from a lowering of standards. 

Ideally, it would be great if we could do away 
with grades altogether and perhaps switch to a 
system of written evaluation. But such a plan 
would be unrealistic for professors who value their 
time. The fact is, until something better comes up, 
we are stuck with the old grade system. 

What I would propose, then, to attempt to put 
some kind of value on better grades is a "scaled- 
proportion system." Each college or institution 
could be evaluated on the basis of how many A's, 
B's, etc. it awards in proportion to its student body, 
and then given a ranking according how selectively 
it awards high grades. Professors in a similar way 
could be given an overall ranking based on the pro- 
portion of A's they award in proportion to the 
number of students they teach. 

We all know there are some professors we'd bend 
over backwards just to get a C, and yet others who 
give half their class A's. No doubt in some schools 
A's are easier to come by than others. Maybe this 
system would make those letters a little more 
meaningful both to ourselves and to all those who 
use them to evaluate us. BD

The February 1 Senate 
Meeting was called to order by 
President Kathy Diehl at 6 p.m. 
Kathy announced that the Stu- 
dent Information Services Of- 
fice will soon open services for 
this semester. She also urged 
prospective SA office can- 
didates to speak with current 
office holders about job duties. 

Under "Old Business" Kathy 
announced that House Bill 547 
was defeated January 14. The 
Bill allowed that any institution 
where a student fee is approved 
and assessed must give the 
students the right to refuse to 
pay the small fee. Said institu- 
tions also had the right to vote 
to abolish the fee entirely with 
consent of majority vote. Stu- 
dent activity fee means "a fee 
paid by students at a state in- 
stitution of higher learning, the 
receipts of which are used to 
defrav. in whole or in part, the 
cost of providing recreational, 
educational, cultural, or social 



activities for students atten- 
ding such institutions." Kathy 
thanked Senate members and 
their constituents for their help 
in the letter-writing campaign. 

Kathy reported on Special 
Project's investigation of the 
"bike situation." Dean Cle- 
ment wrote each dorm about 
bike thefts; the dorms reported 
no problems. Racks were mov- 
ed to more convenient loca- 
tions. Dean Clement asked that 
students be reminded that 
since the old pool area is being 
renovated there will be no 
place to store bikes for the sum- 
mer. 

A proposal for an additional 
movie on weekends has been 
submitted by the Movie Com- 
mittee. The proposal, which 
must be approved by Dean Cle- 
ment, offers a movie in addi- 
tion to the regular Saturday 
night feature, at which students 
will be charged an admission 
fee of fifty cents.

Shaw's Pygmaliam

Modern dance is a complex 
art. Sometimes it grabs its au- 
dience and does not let them go. 
Alternately it may be more 
elusive, requiring a certain in- 
tellectual sophistication and 
profound insight from its au- 
dience that they may or may 
not have. And sometimes it 
leaves the audience cold. 
However, what usually hap- 
pens in the realm of modern 
dance is a combination of reac- 
tions and interactions, a diver- 
sity of interpretations that 
reflect the unique individuality 
of the multitude of modern 
dance choreographers and 
dancers working in America to- 
day. The Rhode Island Dance 
Company is a repertory com- 
pany—performing the works of 
several choreographers. As 
such it runs the inherent risks 
of modern dance— whether or 
not the audience will ap- 
preciate and understand what 
they have seen. The Company's 
performance at G.W. 
Auditorium Thursday night 
gives the usual mixed 
response — yes, no, and maybe. 
The performance ranged from 
good to bad, with all the conflic- 
ting details in between. 

The Company was founded 
five years ago by Julie Strand- 
berg and Kathy Eberstadt, and 
has existed in the interim as 
Rhode Island's only profes- 
sional modern dance company. 
The company consists of eight 
dancers, including Ms. Strand- 
berg, who perform a variety of 
modern works, by a variety of 
choreographers, in a variety of 
styles. The dancers and 
choreographers come from a 
diverse background of training 
and one can see hints of In- 
fluence from such 
choreographers as Martha 
Graham, Alvin Ailey, Jose 
Limon, even Jerome Robbins. 
But these influences are 
filtered through the artist's 



own individuality, with the 
result being a unique 
choreographic contribution or 
at least one hopes that will be 
the case. 

Thursday night's program 
began with the premiere of Ms. 
Strandberg's "Festino," a 
work set to the music of 
Giuseppe Tartini. The work 
was executed to be a suite of 
pretty dances according to Ms. 
Strandberg, intended to reflect 
the beauty of Tartini's music. 
The choreographer succeeded 
in evoking the patterns and the 
flows of the music, and Ms. 
Strandberg used the modern 
dance vocabulary with 
originality. However the danc- 
ing was uneven as a whole, 
perhaps the dancers need more 
time to feel at home in their 
roles. Nancy Reichley stood out 
as the most lyrical and poetic of 
the group, while Skip Carter ex- 
ecuted some spectacular lifts. 
There is no denying the surface 
beauty of this work. What 
seems to be lacking are the 
emotions of the dancers. They 
are still somewhat stilted in 
their execution of Ms. Strand- 
berg's vision of baroque beau- 
ty- 

This picture of medevial 
romanticism was followed by a 
stark portrait of modern 
alienation. "Duet" was 
choreographed by Ted Rotante 
to the off-beat music of the 
Weather Report and effectively 
danced by Ms. Strandberg and 
Richard Lambertson. The 
dance seemed to be a duet in 
the physical sense only, with 
the couple physically entwined 
but emotionally distant. The 
piece was performed excellent- 
ly by Ms. Strandberg in par- 
ticular, who proved herself to 
be the company's glory as a 
dancer. She came onstage and 
immediately possessed the 
space as her own, making the 
choreography work for her, 



where it might have faltered in 
less able hand's. 

The fate of David Brigg's 
"Aria" was not quite so pro- 
mising—despite the powerful 
dancing of Marty Sprague. The 
concept was yet another foray 
into the psychological dilemma 
of a girl on the brink and seem- 
ed to contain every cliche 
associated with modern dance, 
be they valid or not. 
Psychology worked better In 
"Success," choreographed by 
Nora Guthrie and danced 
beautifully by Nancy Reichley 
and Skip Carter in the 
ballroom-Fred Astaire, Ginger 
Rogers parts, with able support 
by Marilyn Cristofori and Janet 
Danforth. The work was con- 
ceived as the glashback 
reminiscences of a once-great 
ballroom dancer, who has now 
fallen from her place at the top 
and crashed into reality, to the 
utter apathy of those around 
her who want only to take her 
place. The work began as a 
humorous evocation of MGM's 
greatest musicals, but soon col- 
lapsed into everyday reality. 
The piece was somewhat 
drawn-out, but as a whole 
worked successfully. 

The final work of the evening 
was a joint effort by the majori- 
ty of the company called 
"Physics Made Easy". The 
choreography focused on the 
movements and forces of life 
and nature. Again it was Ms. 
Strandberg who dominated the 
stage, particularly in her se- 
quences with Mr. Carter, with 
whom she was able to obtain 
the strength and force needed 
to infuse the work with the 
necessary dynanism and 
physicality indicated by the ti- 
tle. "Physics Made Easy" was 
the highpoint of the evening, a 
perfect example of the spon- 
taneity and individuality that is 
the life-blood of successful 
modern dance.

The Friends of the Central 
Rappahannock Regional 
Library presented the film 
"Pygmalion" as the fourth of 
six movies in their Interna- 
tional Film Series last Tuesday 
night. Based on the George 
Bernard Shaw play by the 
same name, "Pygmalion" 
represented a triumph for the 
motion-picture industry, or 
more specifically, for Gabriel 
Pascal, the producer, since for 
many years Shaw refused to 
allow film versions of his works 
and was finally reconciled to 
this idea by Pascal. 

The play "Pygmalion" was, 
to be sure, a literary success 
and the movie, too, in its own 
way was successful. Asquith 
and Howard as ;o -directors 
were excellent; especially 
notable was the way in which 
they captured the facial ex- 
pressions that many times con- 
veyed much more than a 
spoken line. The casting, also, 
was superb with Leslie Howard 
(co— director) as Professor 
Henry Higgins, Wendy Hiller 
as Eliza Doolittle, and Scott 
Sanders as Colonel Pickering. 
Each was quite adept at the 
realization of true Slavian 
character, Higgins as the con- 
firmed bachelor and dedicated 
phonologist, Pickering as his 
amiable cohort, and, of course, 
Eliza as the cockney flower 
seller. 

To give a brief synopsis, both 
the play and the movie 
centered on a man's belief that 
he could change a guttersnipe 
into a duchess by teaching her 
the phonetics of classic English 
and the etiquette of high socie- 
ty. Motivated by a bet with his 
friend, he (Higgens) did indeed 



assume the very task with 
Eliza as his guinea pig and 
eventually proved his theory. 
For Eliza, at her debut at the 
Queen's ball, was fancied a 
Hungarian princess in disguise. 
In spite of her great achieve- 
ment, Eliza in returning to her 
teacher's house found that she 
was nothing more to Higgins 
than an object for a phonetic 
and social experiment and in a 
very human way, adamantly 
rebelled. Through her emo- 
tional statement, Eliza 
demonstrated that the female 
Higgins had "created" was far 
superior to the other "ladies of 
society." 

Yet the ending of the movie 
provided a point of departure 
from the play; romantic and 
somewhat ambiguous, it hinted 
that Eliza, even after her 
rebellion, went back to Higgins. 
In the play, however, Shaw 
made it clear that Eliza mar- 
ried another admirer, Freddie, 
and had little more to do with 
Higgins. It seemed that in this 
single instance, the movie fail- 
ed. Something was lost by not 
showing Eliza in her indepen- 
dent, assertive spirit that 
prevailed in the play. 

Even so, the movie was 
worth attending and was cer- 
tainly much better than the 
1968 watered-down version, 
"My Fair Lady." Quite evident 
was Shaw's belief in the 
supremacy of scientific method 
and his scathing comment on 
society, both of which were 
augmented by the visual detail 
of cinematography.

Perhaps this space is not 
worthy of a comment on laun- 
dry detergent, but then again 
enough of us on campus use the 
stuff to warrant out concern 
over how it is sold. The fact is 
the laundry detergent industry 
is (yes, once again guys) ripp- 
ing us off. 

The wise shopper looks for 
two things when he shops: 
quality and price. Given three 
boxes of equally satisfactory 
laundry detergent, it would 
seem an elementary task to 
choose that box which (heaven 
help us!) offers the most 
washloads for your money. 
Wrong! It seems by some un-

First Day of Classes 
Good morning, ladies and 
gentlemen and welcome to 
Triviology 101.
